SMALL FARMER BACKBONE OF CIVILIZATION. 


From Southwestern Resources. 
F letcher’s State Rights Farming, (Hondo, Texas) presents a real sit­ 
uation as regards “relief” for the small farmer. Says the able editor of 
this paper: 
“One o f the best pieces of farm relief that could be devised would be 
to red ut e the farmers* taxes on a graduated scab* until the owner of a small 
farm home, on which he lived and the soil of which he tilled with his own 
hands, would pay almost no taxes at all. 
Thus would the owning of small, 
f self-supporting farm homes be fostered, a rural population be preserved in 
all its purity as the safest protection the country can have in peace or in 
war, an outlet be provided for congested urban centers, and ample food-pro- 
viders for all be kept on the job in a prosperous condition at all times.” 
To relieve the small farmer of ad valorem taxes on his land holdings 
and his home is an effective way to give some real “relief.’ 
But how to 
do it? 
If we could, as we should, make farms of gay, eighty acres or less free 
from ad valorem taxes, it would be a blessing to Texas by giving small 
farmers a better financial standing, and again, by encouraging the develop­ 
ment of small farm s which would be inestimable advantage to the whole 
country. 
Selfishness only, stands in the way. The fellow with 800 acres and 
8.000 acres would also want his ad valorem taxes removed. 
In fact, since 
the idea has gained ground o f relieving the small farmer of his ad valorem 
taxes, there com es the demand that ALL ad valorem taxes be done away with 
so the million-acre ranchman will also be free from taxes and permitted to 
hold his lands free of taxation until the increase in the population of the 
8tate makes his tax free lands very valuable. 
At least one Texan land 
owner holds nearly two million acres of land, and all that is done with it is 
leasing it out for oil or for grazing. 
Not one dollar does the owner of this vast estate in lands pay for the 
developm ent of the resources o f Texas. 
This owner waits, and has waited 
for years, for other people to make its land more valuable. 
Surely this owner would like to have the small land owner relieved 
of ad valorem taxes, if he also could get in on the deal. 
And there are 
thousands in this Category. 


FARM PLANS FOR 1931. 


Within a few weeks plans for farm 
operations for the coming crop sea­ 
son must be made, and as always, 
those who adopt a well-balanced pro- 
gr im will be better off at the end of 
th° year than those who proceed in 
h;*Dharard fashion, says an exchange. 
an i we repeat it here as the better 
expression of our own thoughts. 
In 
many cases 
it 
seems 
almost 
im­ 
pi sible to impress upon the farm er 
th- importance of nroducing his own 
food and stock feed at home. A good 
garden, p milk cow or two. hogs to 
provide meat, some chickens and suf­ 
ficient nasturage. hay and corn for 
his livestock would do more to relieve 
tho farm er’s condition than all the 
r e b e f h e may cxneot from the gov­ 
ernment or anv other outside source. 
Agriculture leaders, county agents 
farm magazine-; and local newspapers 
h a v e urged such a program for years, 
but in most cases with little result. 
But the failure to follow such a plan 
is the reason for much of the distress 
which now exists among the farm 
population. 
It is impossible to make ends meet 
on the farm when nine cent cotton 
and 8ft cent whoa* must be sold to 
buy food and feed which might be 
easily raised at home. 
Bv devoting more attention to the 
raising of the food and feed, the 
acreage of the principal money crops 
could well he reduced, thus curtail­ 
ing the -un I us which causes low 
prices for what the farm er has to 
sell. 
\ good many farm ers do not like 
advice, especially from a town or city 
source, hut rn* thinking perron can 
deny that this particular advice is 
mind. 
Those who act upon it will 
obtain more satisfactory results from 
their efforts than those who depend 
on i>nn im n which mav have to be 
s o l d n e x t fall at less than the cost 
of production.

With low prices for all farm pro­ 
ducts the reasonable thing to expect 
for some tim e, wisdom would counsel 
keeping the overhead costs of pro­ 
ducing this year’s crop down to the 
lowest possible point. 


Around 800 plant,1* are susceptible 
to cotton root-rot, it ha* been dis- 
disclosed, and reports of experiments 
show* that the plant malady can live 
in nearly any kind of soil except a 
highly acid soil and except in regions 
where 
very 
low 
tem peratures 
prevail for more than a few hours. 
Findings of both Federal and State 
expert* 
tend 
to 
show 
that 
the 
application of plant fertilizers does 
not reduce the amount of root-rot. 
even when used in volume as high as 
a ton to the acre. 
It suggests, how­ 
ever, that use of fertilizers helps 
through enabling plants to mature 
cotton bolls before being attacked by 
the disease, thus increasing yields 
in spite of the presence of root-rot, 
but due to the cost of the fertilizer 
this practice is not always profitable. 


It is to be hoped that should the 
legislature undertake to legislate on a 
graduated 
land tax 
it 
will 
follow 
FARM ING’S suggestion and instead 
of graduating up to freeze the large 
land-holders out of their equity it 
will be graduated downward to en­ 
courage the small land holder to hold 
on to his own and the landless man 
to acquire a home. 
There is a vast 
difference that will be served by the 
d ifferent purposes. 
One is life to 
independence, com fort and 
safety: 
the other, death to all that goes to 
make a happy, contented, patriotic 
people. 
Taxes are too high and 
must be lowered if land tenure is t«>

“Grapefruit seems to be the safe- 
est and most dependable crop in the 
Valley,” says C. A. Keys, who has 25 
acres of young grapefruit trees near 
Rio Hondo, Texas. “ My orchard is 
young,” continued Mr. Keys, “but L 
is making a fine start, and will soon 
bring me a big income. Grapefruit 
will always be in big demand and 


ring good prices.” 
“Last year I had 5 acres of 5-year- 
old grapefruit trees that produced 
1,500 boxes of fruit that netted me 
two dollars a box. That made me an 
average of $600 per acre. 
“Three acres are of the Marsh 
Seedless; one acre is Foster’s Pink 
grapefruit, and the other acre of this 
five-acre tract of 5-year-old trees is 
of the Duncan variety, which has 
merit because of its extrem** earli- 
nes.. 
“I have 15 orange trees that are 8 
years old and are making good yie’ds. 


i hey are not so profitable as grape­ 
fruit and that is why I haven’t plant­ 
ed more orange trees.

believe in 
using commercial 
fertilizers freely and feel «ure that 
it 
pays. 
Last year 
I applied six 
pounds of “ Red 
Steer” 
fertilizer 
around each tree at a distance of 
about four feet from the trunk.
